That sections thirty-four (34), thirty-five (35) and thirty-six (36) of article 
three (3) of the constitution of the state of Iowa be repealed, and the follow­
ang be adopted in lieu thereof: 

Number of senators. SECTION 34. The senate shall be composed of' fifty 
members, to be elected from the several senatorial districts established by 
law, and at the next session of the General Assembly, held following the 
taking of the state and national census, they shall be apportioned among the 
several counties, .or districts of the state according to popUlation as shown by 
the last preceding census. 

Number of representatlves-dlstrlets. SEC. 35. The house of repre­
.. entatives shall consist of not more than one hundred and eight members. 
The ratio of representation shall be determined by dividing the whole num­
ber of the popUlation of the state as shown by the last preceding state or 
national census, by the whole number of counties then existing or organized, 
but each county shall constitute one representative district and be entitled to 
one representative but each county having a popUlation in excess of the ratio 
number as herein provided, of three-fifths or more of such ratio number, shall 
be entitled to one additional representative, but said addition shall extend 
only to the nine counties having the IItreatest population. 

Ratio and apportionment. SEC. 36. The General Assembly shall, at the 
first regular session held, following the adop\ion of this amendment, and at 
each succeeding regular session held next after the taking of such census, fix 
the ratio of representation, and apportion the additional representatives as 
hereinbefore required. 

Be it f'W'ther f"680ltutd: That this resolution and the amendment to the con­
stitution therein contained and proposed, be, and the same is hereby referred 
to the next succeeding General Assembly for action. And the secretary of 
state is hereby directed to cause the same to be published for three months 
previous next pr~ceding the day of election of members of the next General 
Assembly, as provided by law.

That the following amendment to the constitution of the state of Iowa be 

and the same is hereby proposed: 
Add as section 16, to article 12 of the constitution, the following: 
SBCTION 16. The first general election after the adoption of this amend­

ment shall be held on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November_ 
in the ,ear one thousand nine hundred and six, and general elections shall be 
held biennially thereafter. In the year one thousand nine hundred and six 
there shall be elected a governor, lieutenant-governor, secretary of state, 
auditor of statej treasurer of state, attorney-general, two judges of the supreme 
court, the successors of the judges of the district court whose terms of office 
expire on December 31St, one thousand nine hundred and six, state senators 
who would otherwise be chosen in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
five, and members of the house of representatives. The terms of office of the 
judges of the supreme court which would otherwise expire on December 3ISt, 
in odd numbered years, and all other elective state, county and township 
officers, whose terms of office would otherwise expire in January in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and six, and members of the feneral assembly 
whose successors would otherwise be chosen at the genera election in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and five, are hereby extended one year and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. The terms of office of senators 
whose succe~sors would otherwise be chosen in the year one thousand nine 
bundred and seven are hereby extended one year and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. The ~eneral assembly shall make stlch changes in 
the law governing the time of election and terms of office of all other elective 
officers as shall be necessary to make the time of their election and term;; of 
office conform to-this amendment, and shall provide which of the judges of 
the supreme court shall serve as chief justice. The general assembly shall 
meet in regular session on the second Monday in January, in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and six, and also on the second Monday in January in 
the year one thousand nine hundred and seven, and biennially thereafter. 

RetKJlIveil fwther, That the foregoing proposed amendment to the consti­
tution of the state of Iowa be, and the same is hereby referred to the legisla­
ture, to be chosen at the neXt Keneral election for members of the general 
assembly, and that the secretary of state cause the same to be published for 
three months previous to the day of such election as provided by law.
